Cuban Affairs. 


There seems to be little room to doubt, 


that the island of Cuba is again destined to 
become the theatre of excitement and per- 
haps bloodshed—we will not.«ay revolution, 
bccaufc, up to this moment, we are without 
a tittle of evidence that the people of that 
country desire a radical change in their gov- 
ernment. 
Notwithstanding the disastrous 


result of the two attempts already made to 
invade the inland, and to assist in revolu- 
tionizing it, there really teems tn be a pret- 
ty extensive organization in prnijrecs in va- 
rious parts of the United States, for anoth- 
er attempt. In Xew York they are openly 
recruiting men for the expedition, and hold 
frequent public meetings to promote the 
same. 


In addition to this, the conduct of the 


Cuban authorities toward the steamer Cres- 
cent City and the barque Cornelia, has cal- 
led forth the remonstrance of our Govern- 
ment, which has sent the corvette Cvane, 
to be followed by the powerful steamer Pow- 
hattan, to inquire into thc real facts of thc 
ease, and to demand satisfaction, should the 
statement of the commanders of t'.ic com- 
plaining vessels be substantiated. Jn the 
meantime the Crescent Citv has sailed from 
New Orleans for Havana again, with the 
passengers and mails for that city, and 
obnoxious purser on board, in his usual ca- 
pacity; and it was the determination of 
Capt. Torter to proceed into the harbor of 
llavaua, iu the face of the Governor Gen- 
eral's prohibition, aud if fired into, to sur- 
render the vessel. 
This will bring the 


question to a crisis, and will have the effect 
to make the clearly defined rights of private 
parties respected. 


The Cuban Government will most assured- 


ly yield to this proper demand; though 
whatever may be her course, the circumstan- 
ces complained of, have largely assisted the 
sympathisers here iu Cuban independence.
